Washington, Dec. 6 — Ex- 
perienced returning members 
predict that many major is- 
sues will be settled in the next 
Congress only after the voters 
“back home” forcefully express 
their views at the time of 
consideration. 

These issues involve meas- 
ures to pave the way for busi- 
ness expansion, bills to plunge 
the nation further into debt, 
to centralize controls in 
Washington and to curb mo- 
nopoly vower of labor. 

The last Congress either ap- 
proved or killed bills falling 
in these categories by margins 
of two to 10 votes. And vet- 
eran members say it is im- 
possible to say just how much 
the 88th Congress may differ 
from the. 87th. 

Spokesmen for the Kennedy 
Administration express satis- 
faction, but not jubilation, 
with the election results. 

The reversal of the usual 
trend of the minority party 
Winning many additional 
seats in an off-year election 
admittedly is a remarkable 
achievement. But the attitude 
of the voters in various States 
seemed so much at cross pur- 
poses that analysts are still 
debating what the election 
means. 

Among the issues which are 
expected to be thrust before 
Congress again are: 

A new bill for regimenta- 
tion and subsidization of agri- 
culture. A less sweeping Dill 
passed by only four votes last 
summer. 

A bill providing medical 
benefits by raising the Social 
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National Scene 


Security pay-roll tax. Tabled 
by four votes in the Senate. 

Enlarging House Rules Com- 
mittee to assure New Frontier 
control. Carried in the House 
by five votes. Issue certain to 
arise again. 

Federal aid to education. 
Various proposals amount to 
billions of Federal expendi- 
tures. A major bill in this 
category failed by one vote 
in the Rules Committee. 

Creation of a Department 
of Urban Affairs. Rejected by 
the Senate. Some officials do 
not want to revive the issue. 

A bill to increase the public 
debt passed the House by only 
19 votes. With huge deficits 
in prospect the issue will arise 
again. 

A House amendment au- 
thorizing $750 million for 
standby ‘public works was 
adopted by one vote. 

With the new House stand- 
ing at 259 to 176, a slight pick- 
up for the Republicans, rival 
political leaders debate the 
question of relative streneih. 

There will be two fewer 
votes in the House, which was 
temporarily increased because 
of the addition of Alaska and 
Hawaii. 

Barring changes in the offi- 
cil count, the Demecraiie 
Majority is cut from 283 to 


259, while the Republicans 
gain two. 
Democratic leaders think 


they have increased the New 
Frontier margin by five to 10 
votes. 

But Republican Leader 
Charles Halleck says “I can’t

IF YOU live, or have property, 
within five or six miles of Porter- 
ville in any direction, you wil) 
probable be involved in the gen- 
eral plan that is being set up by 
the city of Porterville for the ur- 
ban area surrounding Porterville. 

NOW THIS master, or general 
plan, involves preparation of a 
base map for the area; the deter- 
mination, and map designation, of 
current land uses in the area; a 
study of what the planners call 
“circulation”, but which to a 
country boy is traffic patterns; a 
survey of how much population 
and business there is in the area; 
how close together or far apart 
people are now physically spread; 
and perhaps certain economic fac- 
tors. 

HAVING OBTAINED this data, 
the planners then seek to deter- 
mine the direction in which the 
general area, and specific smaller 
sections, will — and should — de- 
velop as the years go by, and this 
they call the general plan. 

NOT ONLY planners, but repre- 
sentatives of citizen groups; offi- 
cials of the city; representatives 
of the school districts, memorial 
district, hospital district, irriga- 


! 
| tion districts and other political 


‘subdivisions; representatives of 
farm and civic organizations; 
property owners; developers and 
builders — everyone gets into the 
act, as visualized by planners, 
since this general plan involves 
future Jjocation of schools; future 
channeling of: industry; fuiure 
parks and public facilities; future 
business centers; future majar 
streets; financing; in short, the 
future community developing as 
all these various people think it 
should develop. 

ONCE THIS general, urban area 
plan is worked out — in about 18

Democrats raised their ma- 
jority in the Senate by four 
votes, the exact gain also de- 
pending on official counts. 
The Senate, which had been 
classed as liberal, grows more 
So. 

But a political labor news- 
paper in Washington—sizing 
up the election from its view- 
point—says that the new Con- 
egress line-up will be similar 
to the old—a line-up which 
did not satisfy the paper. 

Unquestionably the big bat- 
tleground between radical or 
ultra-liberal forces on the one 
hand, and conservative and 
middle-of-the-road forces on 
the other, will be in the House. 

A feature of the election 
which may have a sobering 
effect on Congress is the close 
margin by which victors tri- 
umphed in many states. 

The veteran Sen. Lister . 
Hill of Alabama, chairman of 
the Senate Labor Committee, 
emerged winner by a few 
thousand votes. Former Sec- 
retary of Health, Education 
and Welfare Abe Ribicoff was 
elected Senator from Connec- 
ticut, stressing medicare, but 
he fell far behind the success- 
ful Democratic candidate for 
Governor. 

Washington observers say 
that the election plainly car- 
ries forward the narrow divi- 
sion of sentiment shown in 
the 1960 presidential election.

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NEWS MOVED SLOW ON OLD FRONTIER; 
SAME IS TRUE ON NEW FRONTIER

BY FAR THE GREATEST sim- 
ilarity between the new and the 


‘old frontiers is the lack of accur- 


ate and adequate news. Now we 
can’t blame the old timers too 
much. They lacked the blessings 
of modern communications, and 
getting a letter across the contin- 
ent was a major achievement. 
Usually, the carrier was so busy 
dodging Indians and assorted am- 
buscades that he was more con- 
cerned with his scalp than with 
punctual mail delivery. News 
traveled by word of mouth and 
was naturally embellished with 
transmission and moved very slow- 
ly indeed. 


IT HAS NOW BECOME appar- 
ent that even with the blessings 
of modern communications, the 
new frontiersmen care not doing 
much better at spreading the 
news; faster yes, more accurately, 
no. In the recent Cuban crisis it 
was deemed wise by the policy 
makers to black out the news of 
the situation. Then, it was fil- 
tered out piecemeal in edited bits. 
At no time in the crisis was the 
whole situation clearly and com- 
pletely reported. 


IN FACT A DELIBERATE ef- 
fort was made to time the releases 
and shuffle the facts, so that pub- 
lic reaction would be predictable. 
Since that time, news releases 
have been timed and doctored, so 
that there is a strong suspicion 
among working news reporters 
that the public is being given a 
snow job. 


ONE OF THE BASIC tenets of 
government is that the public 
should be completely and accur- 
ately informed through the med- 
ium of a free press. New frontiers- 
men seem to feel that the press 
is a medium for thought control 
and opinion shaping. Apparently 
the public is deemed incapable of 
digesting and coping with the 
news, but must be spoon-fed what 
and why the planners feel is good 
for them. This is not funny, but 
is the same plot that Hitler, 
Peron and Mussolini used. Con- 
trol the press and control the 
thinking. 


THIS IS NOT A MATTER of 
partisanship. Without freedom 
of the press, with its ability to 
criticize, we find ourselves like 
sheep walking off a very high 
precipice. This should concern all 
people. Whether we approve 
wholeheartedly of newspapers or 
not, they are a form of guarantee 
for reasonable honesty and integ- 
rity in high places. It’s worth 
fighting the new frontier censor- 
ship for.

The request for discipline 
of Dr. Charles Edward Smith, 
medical director and chief 
psychiatrist of the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons, was laid 
Before the AMA’s Judicial 
Council by Dr. John H. DeTar 
Of Reno, Nev. 

“fhe Reno doctor pointed 
out: that the New Principles of 
Medical Ethics of AMA, adopt- 
ed’ in 1957, requires in part 
that. “physicians ‘should ex- 
pose, without hesitation, ille- 
gal-or unethical conduct of 
fellow members of this profes- 
- sion.” 

MEMORANDUM CITED 
..Dr. DeTar’s complaint was 
based on an alleged memo- 
randum sent to Director of 
Prisons James V. Bennett by 
Dr. Smith. The Reno physi- 
cian, in a statement to the 
AMA Judicial Council, assert- 
ed: 

“If Dr. Smith sent this 
memorandun, then Dr. 
Smith is in clear violation
